37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative and Examiners Jones & Shah discussed 
the claimed invention's differences over the prior art. Specifically, the Applicant's representative argued that the 
invention, according to the latest amendment, is directed to a server providing a signal over a network to a game 
machine to actuate a mechanically moveable member to reveal a secondary display. More specifically, the primary and 
bonus game operations are caried out by the gaming machine's processor, however, the actuation of the moveable 
member is signaled through the network by a remote server. No agreements were reached. The Examiner argues that 
signals from servers to operate gaming machine tasks is well known in the art, for example, the Examiner discussed 
well known security features in which a high jackpot award is won at a gaming terminal, wherein the gaming terminal 
sends a verification (for security purposes) signal to a server, which in turn verifies and sends a signal back which 
controls the gaming machine to pay the award or not. Thus, the Examiner submitted, with this rational, it would be 
obvious to control any signal remotely, such as a signal to acuate a moveable member to reveal a secondary display 
that could be displaying the high or top bonus award that was just verified by the server. Thus, no specific agreements 
were reached and the Examiner will wait for the Applicant's timely filed response to the outstanding Office Action for 
further prosecution on the merits.
